The notes on the Dervish advance were published in 
the ,r Corn eve riel la’Sura," a Milanese paper, rind though not entirely official, are 
more or less reliable, with the exception of the estimate as (o the Dervish forces 
emoted from Slat in Pasha's work. The writer Inis probably not taken into account 
the losses sustained by the Dun is lies (hiring the recent Anglia-'Egyptian expedition 
to Don gala. 

The state men L-. os to the inform at ion service are borne out by a remark made 
to me by General Sidetta, the Chief of the Staff at the Ministry of War in Rome, 
who slated that the Dalian Intelligence Department compared most unfavourably 
with that of England, chiefly from lack of tin* necessary funds to organize it, and 
partly in cunaoqucnce or the'very small commercial interests of Italy in comparison 
with England. It has been found quite impossible to gain any in formation as to

These figures arc remarkable. They show that, in spile ufnbmiL 18 f 0CK) p tJ!JOh 
having been borrowed for various object's, and in spite of conversion □peration*, 
which added nearly 2,000,000/. to the capital of the Debt, the total amount nl 
Egyptian bunds on the market is only about 3*500,000/. more than it w r ns 
fourteen years ago, 

This result is mainly, although not entirely* due to the system under which 
large sums of money remain at the close of cadi year in the hands ol the 
Commissioners of the Debt, nml are by them invested In Egyptian sleeks. What¬ 
ever ubjections may on other grounds be urged against this system, it cannot be 
doubted that ita result is to accumulate what h practically a large and ever* 
increasing sinking fund, During (he last six years debt has been either paid off or 
withdrawn from the market by Government purchase at an average rate of no less 
than 730*000/. n-yoar. During the last (breq years the average has heart 853,000/- 
n-ycnr, 

At this rate, leaving out of account the IMrn and Domains loans* the latter uf 
which will disappear gradually, whilst the former will certainty be much dim in Whed 
as the properties arc Bold* the whole of the Egyptian UcbL would lie paid nil’ in 
about forty-four years.

1st January, 1898* atood at 4,ifi3,0U0J.* is now 3,770*000/** o diminution of 387,000V.

Thu total amount of land tax now annually dim is about £ E, 4,900,000. £fc Is 
satisfactory to learn that, on the 3lst December, the total amount of arrears 
due, not only on account of 100, but on account of all former years, was only 
C E. 04,000. A fact of this sort shows that the tax does not weigh with very great 
severity on the land-owning classes in general. 


This itmmte Survey* 

I have on previous occasion* explained the nature of the measure which 
have been adopted during this last Ibur years to complete tlm revenue survey of 
Egypt. 

The following' extract From a note prepared by Mr, Dmlwnod, who has been 
in special charge of this important work, will show the progress which is being 
m ride; — 

II I consider that the modes l way in which we commenced in March 1892 haa 
had much to do with t lie success fill manner jn which the work lias progressed .since, 
for, starting only with such rubs us were- absolutely necessary., we have been month 
by month and year by year farming a Code based on actual experience ami on study 
of the actual difficulties which were continually cropping up, and for which no 
previous rides existed. Opposition—to use no stronger term—was at the start, 
arid before the people understood the object of the survey, met with; but this soon 
disappeared, and I attribute this change to the liberal manner in which we 
recognized the rights of the squatters, and the lights of the villagers to the first 
chance of purchasing the village lands, points that l continually impress upon my 
inspectors, as 1 consider ii far better to sell id a low price to people on the spot 
than at a high otic n> speculators. I also impress upon them the necessity of so 
valuing the land that the cultivator may be aide to pay with nut crippling his 
resources. 

"Little by little additions and improvements have been introduced? such ns the 
abolition of the kaasaba," the introduction of messahint drawing schools, ihr 
fermati n of a drawing and map registry office, and the measurement of Individual 
holdings, as well as Government lands, fee. InlSffO, by which time rill the member-?: 
of 1 he survey hail become thoroughly acquainted with their dti ties, and, as ferns 
concerns the leeheL-al men, in the use of the plane table, tho favourite instrument 
of the country, it was decided to change the siyslcm uf the tee til deal work, with 
what result to the settlement 1 cannot way, as. so Far, we have received only fifteen 
books, and those of small villages. 

“The principles of the settlement are, I am happy in say, unchanged, and E hope 
shortI) to publish a full code for the direction of inspectors, sub*inspectors, and all 
concerned." 

Up to the present time about 1,4^-1,000 acres of land have been measured in 
the provinces uf Sharkichand Jtahem. 

Simultaneously with tho operations of the revenue survey, the Public Works 
Department has been carrying on the work of ltd angulation in several provinces. 
Up to the present limp, however? no base line lias ever been measured hi Egypt. 
It is very necessary that this should be do a e, and I (rust that before long money 
will be available fer the purpose. The Egyptian Government already pnssobgek 
the necessary instruments ; they were purchased some years ugtr by 
Faibiu

A lighthouse to burn compressed gas on (he Ivdaa-el-Kebrm Shoal in the ^nca 
Roads has been erected and is now in working order. 

An iron lighthouse to replace the floating light-ship on the New Pori Rock in 
the fincK Roads is in course of mnssEruction. The work of placing the piles to 
Support the iron structure h difficult and costly, as no progress can be made unless 
the weather is fine and (he water smooth. 

At the request of the shipping interest a lime-ball has been creeled on the Port 
Said lighthouse. 

In the course of the past year 437 steamers entered Lho Alexandria l larlmur nt 
night through the New Pass. No accident occurred.

Ifsii^a. Gauge* have been erected at these stations, and the daily readings tfOiH Hi 
Esrypt, A monthly statement showing the total rise or fall of the lake is sent to 
Zanzibar, and thence lulcgraplicd to Cairo.

Same £ E, t0*000 wns expended during the past year on the construction of 
new, or on the repair ami alteration of existing, masonry works. When it is stated 
that ninety-four works, consisting of regulators, escape*, syphonn T utidculvcrU were 
taken in hand during the year 1896, if will be readily understood that considerable 
progress was made in the general system of irrigation, 

About £1*1.44,000 ons spent in guiding and truining lhc Nile, and in 
strengthening ami protecting (he artificial banks ihtough which it Itows. 

About 21,900,000 cubic metfc> of earthwork were executed, partly by band 
labour and partly by machinery, in 1890. This figure re presents the amount of 
work which would in former times have been done by the corvee. 

It is worthy of note that the amount of dredging executed on the Ibruhimieb 
('until during 1896 was the lowest on record. This result is due to improvements 
made under ctmqicteiiL professional guidance. 

It, 5a difficult to uver-estimato the value of the work performed of laic years by 
the Irrigation Department in Egypt. A description of that work* however, may for 
the most part more properly he given in a technical and Departmental Repnri rather 
ihrm in a general Report of the nature of that whtdt l ant now addressing to your 
Lordship, Never the less, lho general prosperity nl Egypt depends to so Large an

of years the Egyptian Government has steadily adhered to n strictly defensive 
pi it toy in connection with the Soudan, Nevertheless it has for a long time past 
been apparent to thn.-se who have paid special attention to Egyptian a Flairs llmt 
sooner or later it. would be desirable to abandon that policy. The donblfiil point 
has been to decide the time when the military and financial resources of Egypt were 
Sufficiently developed to justify an assumption of the offensive. 

The movement which was undertaken last spring has proved completely

Army t 

The '.xoccupaLlon of the Province of Dnngola lias rendered the following 
ndditioEm Lo the Egyptian army necessary: three battalions of infantry, two 
squadrons of cavalry, a battery ol Eieltl artillery, and two companies of camel 
corps. 

l Sake this opportunity or stating Lite total losses of all kinds incurred by the 
Egyptian army during the recent campaign. The number of nil ranks killed in 
action wn# -IT; Lhe mini her of wounded, 122; 235 of nil ranks died of cholera; 12ft 
died of other diseases. Exclusive of cholera, the sick rate amongst the Soudanese 
ami Egyptian troops was 3 per cent, of ihc total force engager!. 

These statistics .speak well for the general health of the force during an excep¬ 
tionally severe Summer. There can benodouhl that, the Egyptian troop* possess 
|M* powers of endurance, ami a remarkable capacity for hard and emit humus 
work. 

Tht ■ Interior. 

In my lie ports for the years ] Sfl J and 1 described at. some length certain 
reforms which had been made in the administration of the Department of the 
Interior, Some time must ycl. elapse before tile results of those reforms can bo 
fully appreciated. In the mean wile, however, it is possible to indicate the general 
direction in which they arc working. 

Two important measures, both having for their object the prevention of crime, 
were introduced in ISOS mid lftftil. 

The first of those was; the reorganisation of the force of village watchmen 
(“ gaffirg M ), Formerly these watchmen were fur coo an morons, 'filmy received a 
rory hiw rate of pay; indeed, they wore often not paid at all. They wore not 
lju frequently n Bonrcu of clangor rather than of security to the i nimbi too to, Under 
the reformed p3an f the number of gjtllirs has been largely reduced, They have 
bom carefully selected and are sufficiently paid. There seems every reason to 
suppose that tlx: galtirs are now becoming nn efficient body of men, ti]xm whom 
reliiince ran he placed for the mniutcrmiice drpLiblie security in the vilinger. 

I turn to Dm sccqnd of the two measures to which I have alluded above. I 
mentioned in my Report of last year that a Lmv had been paused regulating the 
position and powers of the Heads oT villages ( 41 Omdeha h ). 

Under rlie old regime the Oindchis possessed large powers, which they very 
generally abuscfl, On the other ha ml, considerable responsibilities were thrown on 
them, They were in n very great degree responsible for the maintenance of public 
order, nrad not unfrequently suffered vicarious punishment iT order was not injiin- 
Lniiiedt rho first stops taken in the direction of adininistraiivc reform luLturally 
imulctL to curtail the powers of (he Oimlchs. 'fihv ccii'vfe was abolished* Recruit* 
tnciiL the collect ton of taxes, and other fom51 nr subjects were rtgulalcd. In a word, 
opportunities of acquiring illicit gain disap pern-vd, U will be readily tiudcrslootl 
rj)- those who have foul experience hi the UxatiaciH of Oriental qdministrutivc 
qmaatnni* tb;it smuc risk^yun involved in carrying out reforms of lids nature -tFm 
lask, tinnudy, that in reelEfyiiig all that was bad, ifiose portions of the oh! nyjjfrm 
which were roatly useful might dleappear in the procoasi of change. Thc 'sulis-

nuL until 1-S9-I Ihiil tlio matter was taken seriously in hand. The posit ton of 
Omdeh has now been aurruiruded wit.lL sufficient attraction to render it an object of 
legitimate ambition to village Notables, Oo the other hand, the Omdeh s have been 
assoriatesi with the pot ice in the maintenance of public security, 

There can be no doubt that, under the new system,, the power of watching and 
controlling auspicious or dangerous individuals has been greatly increased. The 
responsibility of the Omdelis for the security of their villages has been defined; 
they are forcer I to keep a careful watch overall suspicious characters living within 
their jurisdiction, 

In addition lu [huso reforms, f may merit]on that a school Inis been established 
at Cairo for the training of young police officers, The pay and position of 1 he men 
has been improved. Volunteer service is gradually taking the place of con* 
scription, An anthropometric bureau fur the identiti cut loti of criminal* hits been 
cstal lished. 

The effect of these and other minor measures hits certainly been to increase the 
efficiency nf the system heretofore adopted for l he prevention of crime, 

TEio resjiimsibibi.iL for the repression of crime by insuring- adequate punishment 
to the cTimLiud is, under the Egyptian system of administration, divided about 
equal!) between (he Departments of Justice and (lie Interior. It is very necessary 
that ih.’sc (wo Dcpaitmont* should cordially cn-o|>ernte one with the other. 

In rcmin.'etiun willi Lhh brands of the question, I may observe that one of the 
main dilliiiulticB against which (Etc reformed administration of t&gypt- has had to 
contend is the reluctance to denounce crime, which is still felt by a large part of the 
population, l do liot mean to suy that uny general sympathy is fell for (he 
criminal. Such i* fur from being the ease, 'The reluctance of which l speak, is a 
legacy of the past. IL is difficult to eradicate from the ml tide of the poorer classes 
in this country that if it crime is committed in any village the whole of the 
population of the village concerned, the innocent as well as the guilty, arc alike 
liable to punishment, [t is iliffieidi also to convince them that a system under 
which but 111 lie distinction was made between w itnesses and accused person* has 
Ijl-cji completely jibolishotL i ilo not doubts however, that, a good deal of progress 
has been made in the way of removing these erroneous biipFcasinns. \ largo 
ant u nut of petty crime is now report ud and punished, the nc<|t|i’rcucc o| which wo aid 
certainly hm two or three years ago have never been brought to ihe notice ol the 
a tit ho ri tics.

The capacity and talent of the individual will be more easily rccoguissctl 
(ban Formerly, If n number of cases arc lost ftiim want of cart? or attention, the 
notice rsf the central authorities will be readily direeled to the Jact., 

On l.he whole, 1 think it may be said I hat serious t rime is not only diminishing, 
but is year In year becoming more unpopular in Egypt. I? cannot yet be said that, 
overt respectable citizen is a policeman, but sonio sternly progrffcs W being made in 
the direction of leaguing together the whole population against the criminal classes. 
The actual orguu billion ol the executive mid judicial services is, o| course, a matter 
of great importance, hut it is no less important that the senunicnU which tliose 
service* inspired in the mtnda of the Egyptian public but a few years ago should be 
made to disappear. The change must necessarily hu very gradual, bul I hope and 
believe that it Is taking place,

Over-crowding still continuers Uj be the main defect of the Egyptian prisons. 
Some progress was* however, nuide during 1806 in tiie way of increasing the prison 
accommodation. The work of const meting a prison atSothey capable of containing 
320 prisoners was cuntimied, The prisons at Cairo unci Daman hour were enlarged. 
The lutoidulions of a large prison at Zagnzig have been kid. The grant of 
£ H. 13,000 made by the Crjinmissioncrs of ihe Debt tor the const ruction of this 
prison whs suspended in the spring of last year, but the money has now been 
re-granted, 

A large luimhei' of convicts were employed during the summer months at 
Assouan and Wady Haifa in loading and unloading barges containing- war material 
for the Don go! a expedition.

During the winter epidemic 1.0.1.S deaths were recorded. From the 1st April 
the aisl October the number of deaths was 1.7,087, making a total of 19 , 10 * deaths 
out oT 21,093 crises notified or detected, 

Ikrsistout concealment of the disease was the main difficulty :igainst which 
'be: Medical Department had to contend. Assuming the ordinary mortali|y of 
cholera to be Til) pci cent,, about 3G,000 cases must have occurred. On this 
assumption there ihusI have been abimt 15,099 cases which were neither nolifkd nor 
iletccted. Tfiese formed the centres of infection fronn w hich the disease spread. 

Rogers Pasha is of upinitui that about 15 per cent, rmu he added to the actual 
deaths on account of concealed deaths or those certified under other dlaeasejs. 

During thaomdemie of l^s:^ the number of registered deaths was It 

cannot be doubted that the mortality was in reality Tar in excess uf this fieiire. It 
has been roughly estimated at limn SO.OO-O to 100,000. 

The reduced mortidity in \*95ATI as compared to 1»S3 is due to two causes, 
namely, (l) to the fan in rhe interval of thirteen years a great advance has been 
inude in medical science, with the result that the proper methods for ambling ilio 
propagaiioa of cholera are now more fully undcretuod than was formerly ihet-ase;

Major 
Chapman, I he Head of I he Anti-Slavery Department, writes to nw: " With regard 
to tin* disabilities which still attached, under tin? religious law, to slaves who had 
received lunminii^siotj from the Government only* the law has been found easy to 
administers Owners when called upon to give cards of freedom In their slaves in 
order lo com ply with the Kadi's, duiminds belbre marriage, have, as a rule, been quite 
ready to meet us hnlt-v/ay. In chsca where a refusal has been experienced, we have 
only had to point out the mterprolsd.ion of the law in order to produce the required 
result nt mice. Then- have only been nine cases of (his description during the 
year,*' 

[‘he number of slaves mami mil toil during the year has been unusually large* 
viz., 891, as compared to 4DB In 181 Jo. This increase is due to two causes, hi the 
lirst place,, during the 'Dongota expedition many slaves were captured from the 
Dcrvishcis, Those, of course, a! once received their fi-bedum. In the Second place, 
ihc nlimber of mu mi miss ion bureaux in die provinces has been increased* The 
facilities oftbred fur the application for certificate!* of freedom have thus been 
increased. 

The new Regulations For the control of native vessels trading in the Red Sea 
I taw bci-ii found Lt> work well. They have met with little opposition on tilts part of 
the owners and capita!os of the boats. 

I observe that, in some? remarks on the Budget of I he year recently addressed to 
the Egyptian Government, the Legislative Council proposed to abolish the Anti; 
Slavery Department on the ground that it* existence was no longer necessary. I 
regret that l am unable to share lids view. Without doubt, the Institution of 
slavery in Kgypl is moribund* but E have IRlle doubt that any rebxsitiou hi 
the vigilance which is now exercised would lead to it* revival. Il is worthy of note 
llint the preset Li I am which took place in tSPt.anrl to which I have already alluded, 
was mainly directed against mi Egyptian ol high social iHisitlon who at 1 he time 
occupied the post of Rreiddent of the Legislative Council.

An ** esprit de corps M has developed, strong enough to insure the administra¬ 
tion of justice from direct corruption. Hut it is, perhaps, impossible to hope a I this 
early stage for absolute independence in the Egyptian judiciary. ltcspeet for those 
who are ui power, and obedience to those who pnus&s great Influence in the country 
are sentiments of centuries 1 growth, and they cannot wholly disappear in jt few 
years, Rut it can truly be said that the progress, even in this respect, te con¬ 
siderable. An owner oF 5,IHH) lcddaiiti of laud was condemned last week to a year's 
imprisonment for tbrgefry* and n member of one o| the most influential families in 
iSm country is now- undergoing a life sentence pur robbery* The difficulty ol 
establishing at once a spirit of absolute judicial independence in EgypL was foreseen 
when the native Courts worn reorganised in 1HS4, li was then hold, wit ho tit n 
dia&cuueut voice, that an Egyptian judiciary for a long time Lu comp would not be 
able to resist outside influences, whilst U wiis foreseen that among*! ilui.se in power 
some few would not refrain from profiting by dm hereditary weakness. It was 
therefore proposed, and the proposition was universally accepted, that a con¬ 
siderable European element should he added in- the unlive judiciary in order to 
insure their independence. Between twenty and thirty European Judges In con¬ 
sequence arrived in the country, but it was not long before a new bui serious 
dill Unity woe encountered—the difficulty ol assimilating Europeans to Liu life, nays, 
mid climate of the East. The now-comer* were all chosen from I Inllnud or Belgium, 
mostly from the latter country, In a very few years almost all of theta had returned 
hemic' But the need of the European dement was still felt so essential that n fresh 
coutbigunl was introduced, this time only four ill iimnlwr, all of English nationality. 
They fort i mutely wore acquainted with Arabic, and were young enough to ftccom* 
iiuidntn themselves to the ways and conditions of an Eastern country. They nil 
still remain, and both they ami their three Belgian colleagues arc now held in high 
esteem by their native colleagues, and render valuable service to the adminis¬ 
tration.

The 
Court of A pi ■oiil h on a level with iln work ; the Tribunals of First Instance and 
the Summary Tribunals can, almost without exception, present a dean record. Rut 
another charge is made of a wholly different character. It m said that the Judges 
work hastily. This is certainly not the case In the Court of Appeal; it may .some* 
times t>e the ease in the lower Courts, Two ruined its arc in course of application. 
Thu judicial eircumscripiioEis of the Summary Tribunal a arc being rearranged sli as to 
equalize, more Hum is at present the cast, the amouiil of work to be performed in 
each Tribunal. Tim Minktcrof Justice has also recently insisted on the residence 
of each Judge being at the place where he holds Ids Court. The Minister lias 
further insisted on the Judge being at his Court during the regulation number of 
business hours. Tims, the eagerness 10 return to a distnni home, and the desire to 
get through his list will no longer tempt the Judge to hurry through his eases. I 
time that the time will come whan the work will be st> well dune in First Instance 
that the Appeal Judges will not be so frequently called upon, to interfere. The 
natural advantages of Lhe Firsi Tribunals are so great ; they hear the w ttnesses, 
they sec their demeanour, whilst tin- Appeal Court only reads the depositions, which 
may have been taken down very incorrectly.

The civil justice administered by the Summary Justice Tribunal* lias given so 
much satisfaction that Lite u<timber id cases presented increases every year. Thu 
increase in 1866 is over 6,660 easts—51,6141* as against 16.3-10 in ISOS, There arc 
now eatnblished throughout the country forty-two Summary Justice Tribunal*, live 
new ones having been organized lhis yenr, in addition to the seven ITibumiL of 
First instance, the two Contravention Tribunals at Cairo and Alexandria rtrspco 
tivuly, and the Supreme Court of Appeal at Cairn, The cases oil the criminal side 
arc of n simple kind, and the decisions are as a rule in accordance with the facts 
tuid the law; the appeals are comparatively few, and generally the sentence is 
confirmed. The amount at slake on the civil side is usually so small that there is 
no appeal, mid the appeals presented seldom succeed. The Committee of Judicial

As regards the Civil Administration in general, the establishment provided for in the 

Budget k sufficient. rbi‘ this year. 

The Manumra under General Muntoris direction are showing zeal and intelligence, 
but the two posts of Inspectors provided might be fflhrd up with advantage as soon as 
circunismnees. allow. Provision ought to lie mndc in next year's Budget for measurers 
u;ul I ax-cull actors, aqd nUo fur a civil Sub-Governor to carry on dclsiil walk. The 
measurers end collectors should be selected mid appointed Ibis year, but the collectors 
need not enter on their duties nor draw pay (ill January 188-8, The measurers should 
he set to work at once, ICteven at 1.. E. i per mouth n-picce arc needed, one 
attached ro each Mpmqui'. A supplementary credit for this object will be covered hy 
collected economics in the Provincial Budget. 

The police work also appears to be proceeding satisfactorily,, Gmdehs and Sheikhs 
have been appointed by ihe A)amours in (he villages,
